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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-10, are drawn to a vehicle chassis and a vehicle sub-assembly, 
classified in class 280, subclass 830. 

II. Claims 11-13, are drawn to a method of mounting a module across a pair 
of frame rails of a motor vehicle, classified in class 280, subclass 783. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the product as claimed in claims 1-10 can be 
made by mounting a pair of brackets to a plurality of mounting tabs which in turn 
mounting to the carrier of the module, and then mounting the pair of brackets to the side 
rails. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Calfa, Jeffrey on January 30, 2006 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, 
claims 11-13. Claims 1-10 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention.

The prior art reference either alone or in combination fails to disclose, teach or 
suggest a method of mounting a module across a pair of frame rails of a motor vehicle 
chassis, the method particularly comprising the steps of: mounting a pair of side rail 
brackets to the frame rails, wherein, each of the side rail brackets having a horizontal 
back edge extending above a top face of its respective frame rail, four mounting tabs 
extending downwardly from the module and resting the module on the horizontal back 
edge of the side rail bracket. The steps in combination with other steps and structure as 
recited in the claims define over prior art of record.
